OTTAWA — Additional appropria- 
tions for public works are provided in 
the supplementary estimates tabled 
Monday in the House of Commons. 
Votes for public buildings provide the

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BANK MONTR'L 
CROP REPORT 


Below will be found a brie? synop- 
sis of telegraphic reports received at 
the Head Office of the Bank of Mont- 
real from its branches. The Branch 
Managers have complete and intimate 
knowledge of each local situation and 
are in close touch with crop condi- 
tions in all sections of the districts 
mentioned, 

General 

With frequent and well distributed 
rains during the past two weeks, crop 
prospects are promising in practically 
all areas of the prairie provinces. Early 
June frosts have not damaged grain 
crops but market gardens have sut- 
fered to some extent. Warmer weath- 
er would now he beneficial. Copious 
rains have also improved crop condi- 
tions in all other provinces in the Do- 
minton. In Quebec (growing cond 
tions are satisfactory, although warm- 
er weather is now needed. In Ontario 
excellent progress is being made by 
all crops. In the Maritime Provinces 
a marked improvement in all crops 19 
shown but here again warm weather 
is required. In British Columbia, ow- 
ing to the dry spell in May, below av- 
erage ylelds are indicated though re 
cent rain has materially improved con- 
ditions. 

Prairie Provinces 

Alberta—Crops are backward but 
conditions generally are favorable 
Moisture conditions are satisfactory, 
ecept in the southeastern area and 
wheat shows strong even growth. 
‘Pastures and ranges are in good condi- 
tion. Sugar beets are making good 
headway. 

Saskatchewan—All grains are mak- 
ing good progress. Plants are well 
rooted and have color. Moisture con- 
ditions generally are satisfactory, al- 
though further moisture is required in 
the southwestern area. Recent rains 
have improved prospects in the west 
central area; where soil drifting has 
occurerd, Scattered areas report dam- 
age from cutworms and wire worms 
Hatching of grasshoppers has heen 
retarded by wet cool weather. Pas 
tures are in good condition. 

Manitoba—Wheat growth is uniform 
and vigorous. Plants are stooling well 
at an average height of 7 inches. Mois- 
ture is ample for the present and pros- 
pects for all crops are promising. 
Grasshoppers are hatching in some dis 
tricts but are not yet menacing. Pas- 
tures are in good conditions.

It has been reported that the 
trial trip of this vessel was quite 
successful, and as a result of this 
rather large size experiment a plant 
has been built on the Atlantic coast 
for the extraction of bromine from 
the ocean. The success of this ven- 
ture has suggested the possibility of 
extracting gold from sea water in a 
similar way. 

Bromine is a dark-red fuming 
liquid with a very disagreeable odor. 
Bromine vapor attacks the eyes very 
painfully and produces great irrita- 
tion when inhaled, It is about three 
times as heavy as water and is 
moderately soluble in water. 

Bromides are compounds produced 
when bromine combines with other 
elements. Those of potassium and 
sodium are used in medicine as 
sedatives and in the preparation of 
silver bromide, which is used extene 
sively in photography as the sensi- 
tive material on the plate. Bromine 
is also used in the prepaartion of ime 
portant dyes. Considerable quanti- 
ties of bromine are used in the 
manufacture of tear-gases, or lache 
rymators.

Keep Record Of Graduates 


Careers Of Alberta’s Commercial 
Students Followed Up 

Business men of Alberta, who seek 
university graduates for their office 
or field staffs, will be aided by the 
University of Alberta. Under the 
direction of Dr. W. C. Wallace, 
president, leading firms will be given 
information about the qualifications 
of graduates seeking a commercial 
course in life. 

Investigation into careers of the 
university's school of commerce} 
graduates resulted in reports on 97) 
of the 127 men and women graduat- 
ed from the institution since it 
started in 1923. They are employed | 
in Alberta, Toronto, Vancouver, the 
United States and one in Honolulu. 

Some have taken up teaching; 
others are engaged in secretarial 
work; in the Canadian trade com- 
mission offices and in general com- | 
mercial fields. One graduate took up 
farming. 

The survey showed that only seven 
of the 127 graduates had married 
since leaving the commercial school.
